There were twenty-four 
people in all on our bont—including our 
cuok, coolie, and Voys. ‘Lhe. boat'is steered 
in the bow by a huge yulow, or oar, and 
aft, by a longnarrow rudder, At times the 
tudder is lashed amidships, and the how 
yulow only ‘used when  shorthand- 
ed. The motive power is supplicd by a 
crew of 12 men, who, according to circum- 
stances, sail, yulow, track, or pole the boat 
along, and make her travel against the cur- 
Tent, by keeping near thé banks, ata very 
fair pace—say, onan average, 20 to 30 miles 
a day. When tracking, the tow line is 
passed through a block at the masthead, 
from a cleat fixed by the side'of the steers- 
man, and the crew walk slong ,the: path in 
advance of the beat, keeping step S0 as to 
have a regular strain on each man, the end 
of the line being attached to the leader, 
and side lines to each of the remainder ; 
and how they: escaped being pulled over 
the side of tho steep slippery path at times, 
under a heavy strain, was a puzzle to me, 
but of course they take care to avoid this, 
When poling, or punting, the crew divide 
on each side of the boat, and, dropping 
thoir long bamiboos into the mud, push the 
beat onwards a8 they walk away towards 
the stern along platform, thumping their 
fect hard on the boards, and keeping up a 
pecouliur yelling and groaning that !s curious 
if not musical—-one’ young ruffian we had 
making @ horrible ‘jodelling’ that causcd 
most profane reaarks from one of the pus- 
sengers particularly, and only made the 
man yell louder! When yulowing, . half 
the crew on each side of the boat working 
a long oar, they shake the crait up no end. 
Sailing, owing ‘to the peculiarity of the 
double mast—an inverted V—is only pos? 
sible with a fair wind. ‘The crew from an 
European point of view ‘did -not-handsome 
‘much,’ but were a serviceable lot, and 
kopt up twelve to fourteen hours’ hard 
work each”. day that “rather. sur. 
prised _ us. Before starting .the. usual 
‘Joss pidjin’ was indulgad in by the’ crew,| 
to keep offfaccidents, pirates &o. ; the ritual 
being performed by the cook's matema 
jolly locking boy we named Tommy. The 
Vaptain, Leung: Wong, a bronzed, good look 
ing Celestial, steered the boat aft, and his 
mate stood in the buiva, and assisted the 
rudder by his manipulation of tho gigantic 
yuow.

good looking specimens of ‘ young China ” 
turned. out -by the Victoria College, All 
the boats flew the British red ensign, and 
made quite a small flect. The junks, how- 
ever, sailed away from us, and we only 
saw'them at intervals. After getting un- 
der weigh, wo made for Sam-Shui by the 
Fati Creék, and moored for the night 


“alongsido the bank at a small village called 


Tung-Kow, some 6 miles from Canton. 
The next ‘morning, st 5 o'clock, we cast off, 
and proceeded by the passage: called Ng- 
Nga-hau, or five entrances, and arrived at 
Fatshan at 10.30 a.m. 

Fatshan is a large city of secondary im- 
portance to Canton, and how we ever 
got thrdugh the narrow, crowded, shallow 
‘creck wasa tnirvele, aa the waterway was 
jammed with all sorts of strange craft. 
Herv our mess-boy went ashore nnd gather- 
ed in further sopplics, chickens, eggs, 
vegetables, terrapin, frogs, &e. The peo- 
ple all yazed at us curiously as we passed, 
and the children called out Fan-Kwai-Lo 
and then ran away—cvon the cocks at tho 
house doors crowed Fan-Tewai-Lo! It 
took us about an hour and a half to. pass 
through the city.” Here it is, where most 
of the wonderful cannen and jingals we 
saw on all the junks are made, At 7.30 
that evening we anchored at Wong-Ting, 
a village close to Si-Nam, and all other 
boats coming after us stayed near us 
for mutual protection, At 5.30 the next 
moming, Monday 12th, we started, of 
again, and pusaing to the left of Si-Nam, a 
place of considerable commercial import- 
ance, u few miles from Sam-Shui (half of 
the town is built on the mainland, and half 
onasmall island that divides the stream) 
reached the latter place at 9 a.m., and pass- 
ed the Ho-How barrier, 2nd Ickin station 
(the first being opposite the Canton. Cus. 
tom Eiouse), without any trouble, in holf- 
an-hour. 

Sam-shui is a small town at the junétion 
of the North river, the West river trend- 
ing towards Macao, and’ the misturo of the 
North and West rivers fowing toward Can- 
ton. Aiter leaving this place, we gob on 
shore, snd had a little snipe-shooting in 
very wet country, sume birds falling in tho 
large fish ponds or small likes The birds 
were recovered for us by natives who dis- 
robed and swath ucross for them, aj receipt 
of asmall cuanstavw or present. The walking 
hore was very heavy going, the towing path 
being horribly cut up by buflulocs and na- 
tivesknee-deopintenacious mud. AtT p.m, 
we stopped at a stnall place called Tan-JKai, 


near. Ho-Lik, close -to a curious looking 
Feng-Shui tower. During the night, we 
heard guns firing, and of course, imagined 
pirates, We continucd our journey the 
next morning; Tuesday, 13th, at 6.30, and in 
an hour arrived at the Ho-Lik (3nd) barrier, 
a large villago ut the entranco to the great 
pass or gorge—called Shiu-Hing-Hap. 
Whilst waiting the. pleasure of the 
Customs officials there, as wo wore rather 
early for thom, we witnessed a disgusting 
display of celestial brutality on board a 
Isrgo crowded double-decked passenger 
junk, moored within a dozen yards of us. 
All at once, two men, who had apparently 
been gambling started up, shouted at one 
auother, aud then.gne struck the other on 
the head with a bucket or something, Thon 
the cheat, apparently one of the passen- 
ors, was upbraided with yells from several 
sailors who hustled him round the deck, 
knocked him down and jumped on hin, 
and struck him unmercitully. with fists, 
bumbovs, dic., the heavy blows being 
sickening to hear, "This proved too much 
tor the other passengers, who immediately 
interested themselves in the scuiile, and a 
frightful scrimmage ensued, revolvers, bam- 
boos and any weapon that came handy 
being employed. ‘Ths passengers soon 
gave way, and jumped or were knocked 
overboard, many helplessly falling fromdeck 
to deck (reminding one of pictuzes of old 
sea fights), thenve into the water or mud 
some crawling or being- dragged’ into the 
lower hold through the windows and whack- 
ed unmercifully os they cropt in. ‘hen the 
sailors decided to continue the fight, and 
dashed ashore in a body, chasing tho pass- 
“engera up the ‘village, but shortly return- 
ing, many with bloody heads and other in- 
Juries. They then beat tom-toms on boaad 
and sang pans of joy at their victory! 
After a little time, afew passengers came 


back, and ono poor wretch who,had been 4 


shot in tha head, and was covered with 
blood and mud, was. brought back, helped 
on bourd by a companion, but “im- 
mediately thrown overboard again by 
some of the sailors intu the . deep 
mud, and-Jay there prosenting a most piti- 
able appearance. ‘Then four soldiers came 
on board from’ the Customs, and things 
quictened down when they had grrésted two 
‘or three of the leaders. On our return wa 
mide enquiries as to the result, and learned 


-ghat the magistrate had ordered the intareat- 


ed parties to make up tho difference thom- 
silyes !. Tf tha trouble was renewed on tho 
voyage toShiu-Hing, history duesnet relate! 
ft was hard work tolook on end keep calm, 
bat, of course, interference would probably 
have meant ‘destruction to our. boat, oF 
worso.! Our compradere coming on board 
with hia ' pratique,’ we got under eigh glad 
to lesvo nuolien unpleasant -ucighbot zrhood. 
ihe untranee to this narrow gorge is very 
tine, the mountains from 2000 to 31100 test 
nigh descending heer into the, watur, and 
tho river hero is only about 400 to OW 
yirds wide. The crew negotiated thin mare

others,’ by towing or tracking: the yost-on & 


wore covered with verlure, fir trees, dc. 
Some of the ravinea wero thickly wooded, 
and cultivated with tea, etc. Horo wo 
first mot the large timber rafts coming 
down from the upper reaches, huge affairs 
with huts on them, where the raftsmen 
hod lived for 6 months probably, The 
pass is six milos long, and in tine weather 
thete is o most interesting walk on the 
steep rocky mountain side of which we 
availed ourselves on the return voyage. 
Tha niches in the rocks are covered with 
beautiful ferns, mosses, and tropical plants 
tempting to the botanist, and somo of the 
rocky ravines were exceedingly pietur- 
esque. Huge lizards ran across the path, 
and a glimpse of a ‘fawn-colored’ animal 
about thu size of a rabbit was obtained. 
Fish, six tu twelve inches long, were found 
in the smull pools mado by tho waterfalls. 
Curious sign-posts were met showing pedes- 
trians the way ever tho mountain; anda 


large handsome stone incnument, in the 
shapo of a four-puster bed, enciréted by 
treds, and intended asa resting place for 
weary travellers, greatly attracted our at- 
tention. There were many writings on the 
back part of this monument which wo 
should have beon gli to be ble to 
decipher, as they were no doubt interest- 
ing. . 

Hore, too, we firat saw the curious ladder 
Joveruge iishing. boats, shewing decided 
inventive genius. ‘wo flut-bottomed sam- 
pans are lashed togelher with a narrow 
platform intervening. The base of a bam- 
boo ladder is, placed_on this platform be- 
tween the aterns of the sampins, nextto 
the net, and to the top rung is scoured the 
purchase of a sort of large basket fishing 
net, which is dropped into the water 
behind the boats, the end of tho line 
passing From the ‘ladder to ‘the fore 
part of the platform whero it is.svoured. 
When tho not is to bo raised, one wan 
walks slowly. up the ladder until the lurge 
net is raised and the cuntents can bo easily 
reached by another fisherman below, and 
a third man stands on the forepart of the 
platform and slackens off tho rope aa re- 
quited. It svemed a novel labour-saving 
contrivance, These fishermon apparently 
buy the right to fish in cortain portions of 
the river, and, having selected their field 
of operations, have a sort of right of way. 
Wo were given to understand that at the 
end of this gorge, Mr Woods, whe js one of 
the pioneers of this West River tude, had 
his junk with a large shipment of goods cap- 
sized in uw typhoon, in ten fathoms of water, 
he himself just getting ashoro in-th clothes 
he was wearing, By the kindness of -& 
missionary, ho managed to get back tu 
Canton, where he procured appliances for 
vaising such of the cargo as the fishormen 
had not been able to got at in the meun- 
time, and fished up every package. Alter 
leaving the pass, the hills fell back somo- 
what, and tho river widened considerébly, 
and, by ten o'clock we reached a largo 
walled city un the right bank (going up tho 
river) called Shau-King or Shui-Hing, with 
a frontage of about two miles,—the largest 
city by far that we passed on the West River, 
‘There is a fine nina-storied Pagoda on the 


THE FORMOSAN REGISTRATION 
QUESTION. 

The Shogyo raisea some pointa in con- 
noxion with this question thet bear quote 
ing. Tho article is divided into several 
heads, but only tho Inst tavo, the third and 
fourth, need ba noticed here, When the 
last day prior to which the Formosan 
natives must decide their choice of nation- 
ality’ arrives, there will bo discovered 
some who while ‘refusing to bo rogistér- 
ed as Japancuo subjects will also be averse 
to leaving the island. These natives must 
cither be shipped ta the oppositu coast of 
China, or if suffered to continue their resi- 
dence, must be treated as Chineso, and 
either issuo invelves an omburrassing situa- 
tion, For while it is easy to put into 
practice the shipping of such people to 
the Chinese const. it is still easy to deal 
with natives romaining ax Clincso sub- 
jects, there not yet being in any city of 
Formosa a special quarter sot apart for 
a foreign settlement. And even if a 
apecial quarter for the residence of Chines 
subjects canbe established, how will it be 

ussible to discriminate with any precision 
Totvoon those Chinese subjects. and the. 
natives registered us Japanese? In short, 
the question of Formosin registration will 
not really be brought lo a dolinite conclu- 
sion by the appoiited date, that is, Muy 8, 
but several complicate? questiona are sure 
to arise subsequently.- Jepaen Times, 


MARQUIS ITO ON FORMOSA, 


On the witernvon of the 18th April, Mar 
quis Ito, Vico-Admiral Avichi, Ronr:Ad- 
mirals Togo aid Tanaka, Director Mizuno 
(of the Civil Administration Department, 
Formosa), Colonel Fukushima and varions 
other well-known gentlomen held the Tai- 
wan-kwai, or tho inceting of persons who 
have visitod Formosa, at the Koyo-kwan, 
Shiba, Tokyo. After Director Mizuno 
had explained the object of ‘the meating, 
Marquis Ito spoke on the administration uf - 
Formosa. He said the eighteenth century 
had been an age of coutlicta hetweon feudal 
lorda, the nineteenth century of contlicta 
between nations; what would the twentieth 
century, which was shortly to open, be? 
Several great questions had not heen 
settled in the nineteenth centurys How: 
would the Turkish question end? How, 
the Eyyptian question? How, what was. 
ealled by Enropeans the Hastern question ¢- 
Japan's movements as a triumphant Power 
algo formed one of the questions attracting 
as much attention of the world na the 
above enumerated greut questions. Especi+ 
ally the administration of Formosa was a 
test-atone of Japan’s reul merit, Whether 
Japan would rise further in the: estimation 
of tho world or lose tho roputation che 
had earned depended upon her aucceas or 
failure in Formosa. France had frequently 
failed in her colonial policy by attempting 
to castall her foreign poxsessions into her 
own moulds, while Englund had gained 
moro at less trouble by avoiding interfer- 
ence in the customs and hnbits of her alien 
subjects as far as possible. France was, 
therefure, endeavouring to organise native 
troops in Tonkin, following an example set 
by Hngkind, and was also trying to chango 
her policy toward Madagascar, Ho him- 
self would imitnte England as. regarded the 
ad:ministratiqn of Forinoss. 

On the conclusion of Marquis Ito's 
speech, a certain oficial: of the. Colonint 
Deparsment wished bim to oxplain his 
polities] views on ,Formosi, but the Mar- 
yuis declined ty respond ty the request on 
the ground that'as he was now an outsider 
to politics it wus ‘not necessary fur him to 
explain his views, nor was he entitled to 
do so. Tha yuostioner put hin words in 
anothor form by saying that he wished 
simply to benefit himself -by the Marquis’s 
superior knowledge. To thia the Marquis 
wilily retorted, ‘I am not 4 man to fall 
into your trap.’—a.sahi.

‘Chis place used formerly to 
bo the Capital of the Kwang-tung Province, 
L helieve, but its glory has since departed, 
Leaving Shyti-Hing We arrived at the 
Wong-King-cheong barrier (4th) whore aro 
merely two hulks—salt and opium—with 
the official residenca behind, o handsome- 
looking building from the water, beautifully 
situated "as jt was among the treos, The 
officials comé. on board to search. for con 
traband, but were smiled away promptly 
as we thought they. might porhaps think 
qe had more wine, &c.,-on bosrd than wo 
could consume ourselves! We could tell 
tales if' we cared to. There is- very ens 
joyable walk from here of some six to even 
miles to somé huge masses of marble— 
called ‘tha’ Marble” Rocka—with -eavoa’ in 
them.
